Karl KÖfcSIO, PCB 19 Hov 1921 Munich, ODOPAL Chief Munich talked to KKISS on 
12 October, assessed him as a low caliber hot air merchant and fabricator, 

Kay know of son^e uranium deal in Switzr-rland. After interview Munich learncd 
the follouing from 0D0PAL: 

1, Subject is acting as agent for PRLMPS. Said FftlKBS wantcd to meot 0D0PAL 
whief. 

2, According to REISS, PRIK93 is an old friend of UTILITY and had given the 
general story to UTILITY in order to covar him seif in case of police involve- 
ment in the future, UTIUTY did not seetn interested, 

3, 0D0PAL Chief Munich met PRIS»3S on 15 Cctober,. FftllBS stated that he was 
in contact with Dr. Rudolf FURRER, DOB 5 April 1931 in Switzerland, address 
Immerweg 35 o: r Staffenbachstrasse 60, Zürich, FUP.R£R allegedly was the actual 
agent for the Swiss firm in possession of the uranium. PRIE3S* offer was 
genorally the scme as indicated in KUNI 126. CD0PAL Chief 's response was 
cold. Howvere, he statod that he would be Willing to meet FURRER in Oerraany 
to discuss tho entire matter further. 

No MUNI traces. UPSWIHG traccs developed the following: 

1. Liaison report, probably Swiss 1955, stated that Otto SKORZhNY is head of 

an Organization dealing with uranium produc ed 3ince the war, stored in the 
Black Forest. Middleraan for this organization: PFKIFKHBRING t DMU r auto 

deal er frora Darmstadt. 

2. July 1956: V-2982 reported that Dr. Max PK1K3S claimed to be on the trail 
of * uranium selling Organization, contact man fnu FFEI'IN BRING, 

3. UPÄVING has wartime and po3twar record on PklKBS, States he had an unsavory 
backrround.

11 April 1951 info from Austrian stite police flies; 

An Innsbruck Kaufmann was ln Bavaria and there met with former Kretsleiter Dr. 
Max FRIMB3. PR1QH3S said that he han run into the former Gauleiter Kranz HOFKR 
in the F.hineland under an assumed name. He lived there with anothcr woman.

IN 
the latter tnstance, we have been provided with 0 desoription ofi the agents 
SW ^stem; his Sovlet case officer; the microdota sent to the agent; and the 
aafehouse used for the meeting botween the ag-nt and his case officer in the 
Karlshorst Compound. A dispatch covering these Items and other points in the 
UJNUfLET case will be forwarded as soon as time permits.

The RIS oaae officer 
i» likouiae on leere, and the afent’a wife ia not expccted to live aa a reault 
of cancer. Both UPSWBO and the RX$ are therefore not atteortlng to lnvolve 
the acent in ajqrthlng Bit. the ntninua aacunt of activity. It will be internet- 
ine to not# ln the foture, howerer, the oonaeqaenoee of the K13 oaae offloer't 
lateet propoeal that after bis refam fron the Soviet Union pertwpe the agent 
woold like to oone to East Berlin for a neetinf .

UJNUTLET ' 
haa «ritten a letter to the EIS oaae offleer atatinr that V-2982 had reoently 
requested UJNUTt£T to aot ae a letter drop for hin. UTOUn£T also included in 
hie letter to the RIS the fast that 7-2982 haa now adaitted to WKUT1KT that he 
ia ohief of a apedal Dienststelle vtdch la in oontaot vith various aouree* vbo 
oone to Gemsngr on ehlpe touchin* at varioua porte. Althou*h UPS^DKJ oannot of 
oonrse prediot «ocaotly how the 13S will reapond to thia letter, there la the 
hope that the RIS* intereat in UJHVTLKT will be lnereaaed by thia lateet devel- 
o pn d nt . The a endine of thia Information cooetitutes the first ihrtance of 
UPSVIBG’a Intention to play the Operation aonevhat Ofgresslrely. Op to thia tina 
lt will be reoalled OJMurißT haa been peroitted to report to the FI3 ooly the 
Aot .that he haa been able to eatabliah oontact with V-2982, that he had been able ; 
to onltivate hin quite well and that although OJHOTIEt vae not positive, it

any mail desimated for UFSMNO (auch wall will be diatinqui*h*ble fron the agent*» 
ovn mail by the use of an initial or ahorteniny of the first nan« not nowlly 
eo uaed b y the ayent*) The KOB cese ofAcer wrotc that he foared the posalbility 




o f »n US’^v'INO trap in V- 2982*9 requost that IVStTV-T act as accomirodatton 
address? nc verth eiess, he was instructed to advtse the KG3 about the oxtent 
of the mail and it.s plane of ort*^n (since, as previously reported, this mnil 
will cotne from a vide varioty of planes ho sbow that V-??R2 is involvod in 
considerAble nctivlty, UPSrIKO sees certain advnntages accrutng from this 
lotest dvelopr^nt. even lf the agent Vas told not to try to read the lettors) , 

In fact, conoidarlng the slow developmenta! pnee of the Operation, it would 
probably have boen a most unusual, if not sus nie Ions, movn for the KG3 to have 
inotructed tho agent otherwise. He io ncrely to continue his association with 
VÄ2982 and no mention has boen made about a maeting with his KG3 case officer 
in East Berlin or eis «'her* ,

The ÜJHUTI£T case was discussed in Frbruary with the res ult that we learned 
that the agent, und er UPSbTNO Instruction, vrote to his V03 case officer to 
ask fer a nc*ting in connectioh v* th legal action p*ndin-r againot hia on a 
war crimes Charge, The me'ting was arranged and UJVUTlfcT was in East Berlin 
on 27 - 23 ?*hmary. Kls KOD case officer said that all possiblo assistance 
would b» rendered the Agent at such time as his file is actually transferred 
to Soviet »ivthoritios by *Vö German Government, (note: apparently the par 

crime was corodtted against a Soviet, not a French officer as had been originally 
belleved). It is interesting to note that at this meeting, the f5r«t since tho 
agenl has beer, resident in the Federal RepubHc, a change was made ln the 
Communications system of the Operation, The agent was inotructed ?n 0.f7L and 
is to receive all future MJ3 in 3 trjictior .5 ^nd guid^s«? 'ria. this mcans, Details 
will be prorided in a separate dispatch as soon as they 3 re received, No change 
in the agent’s t.ir^ets was made. In reportin^ this latest data, OFRIESEN 
commcnted that ii is the only BIS case *JPS..ING has involvin* CWVL,
